United States would have less influ- 
ence in a disarmament conference if 
the famous 5 5-3 ratio were to be 
unequally executed so far as the Uni- 
ted States is concerned.

words to build in order to have an 
opportunity to force other nations to 
agree to discard is the idea behind 
many of those who voted for the ex- 
tra cruisers in the senate.

Columbus, Ohio—W)— Facing im- 


peachment in the state legislature, 
state treasurer Bert B. Buckley has 
resigned his office as an outcome of 
his conviction In federal court of at- 
tempted bribery and participation in 
a brewer's conspiracy to violate the' 
prohibition laws. 


Buckley capitulated late Tuesday 


to Gov. Myers T. Cooper's demands 
that he resign, writing three resig- 
nations within a few hours, the last 
submitting to unconditional release 
of his office. 


While two house committees work- 


ed Tuesday in preparation for im- 
peachment action, Buckley opened 
negotiations with'a resignation ef- 
fective Feb. 15. Cooper refused this, 
as he did a second attaching other 
reservations. Then, as the house re- 
newed impeachment action suspend- 


Washington—(XP)—The bill author- 


ized 15 new cruisers and an airplane 
carrier for America's navy was al- 
most ready 
for consideration 
by 


President Coolidge Wednesday. The 
senate passed the measure Tuesday, 
by a vote of 68 to 12, in almost the 
same form it was approved a year 
ago by the house. 


It was returned, however, to the 


house for consideration 
of senate 


amendments, which were few. Early 
approval of these by the house was 
predicted and the b.ll then goes to the 
White House with its fate still in 
doubt. 


Like the house, the senate disre- 


garded completely the request 
of 


President 
Coolidge that the chief 


executiie be given a free hand m 
constructing the ships. Against his 
wish, language was retained in the 
bill stipulating that the 16 warships 
be started before July 1, 1931, and 
specifying the program whereby they 
would be laid down in three succes- 
sive j'ears, beginning immediately. 


The only material change made in 


the bill by the senate was the addi- 
tion to an amendment by Senators 
Borah, Republican, Idaho and Reed, 
Democrat, Missouri, declaring con- 
gress in favor of the negotiation of 
treaties fixing the rights of belliger- 
ents and neutrals at sea in time of 
war. 


CAL'S DISPLEASURE CLEAR 
There is no doubt of the displeas- 


ure of the president at the refusal 
of congress to heed his wishes, but 
this is not regarded as a sign that he 
will veto the bill. He had asked for 
the larger navy and urged the legis- 
lation. 


Should the president sign the bill, 


congress is expected to begin steps 
to appropriate the funds necessary 
for 
starting work on five of the 


fifteen cruisers before next June 30 
The second fiscal year's

He died on the 
operating table at a Berlin Samtai 
lum as surgeons sought to remedy 
a stomach and intestinal ailment 
which had marred his last v ears. His 
heait failed to withstand the shocic 
of the operation. 


Baron von Huenefeld was only 36 


jears old, but he had an adventur 
ous career of soldier, German mon- 
archist, poet and dramatist, and, fin 
allv, aviator. 


Shrapnel wounds in both legs dur- 


ing the Woiid war left him with a 
decided limp. As vice consul at Haas- 
stncht, Holland, he received the for 
mer kaiser and ciown punce when 
thej sought refuge on Dutch soil 
and he later spent several jcars with 
the crown prince in his exile on the 
island of "V\ lermgen. 


It is as aviatoi he will be remem- 


bered The fhght which brought him 
prominence took place in April last 
jear With Captain Heiman Koehl 
and Major James Fitzmaurice of 
the Soarstaft Air corps sharing the 
controls, the three in the plane Bre- 
men flew from Baldonnel air field, 
Dublin, to Greenley Island, Labra- 
dor, 
where they waited two weeks 


in the ice and snow to be taken out. 


Upon arrival in New York they 


were given a tumultuous Broadway 
ticker-tape welcome and then tour- 
ed the country, including a visit to 
Milwaukee. This -was repeated when 
the three returned to Germany, and 
accorded Baron von Huenefeld once 
more last November when he return- 
ed to Berlin after a trans-Asiatic 
flight to Japan. 


Even m jouth the baron was sick- 


ly, and in his last months the ill 
ness from which he suffered inspired 
usual daring m his flying, an expres- 
son of his wish that he die in ac- 
tion, rather than on a sick bed, a 
wish which at the last was denied 
him.

Noted Artist Proud of Violin 


Made Hundreds of Years 
Ago 


Jascha Hclfetz, who will be heard 


In concert at Lawrence Memoria 
chapel next Monday evening, undei 
the auspices of the Lawrence Con 
servatory of Music, owns a celebrat 
ed violin, known to connoisseurs am 
collectors the world over. It is a 
Guarnerius, and is valued at $45,000 


It formerly belonged to Wilhelmj 


the great Norwegian artist who tour- 
ed America fifty years ago. Previ- 
ously it was the property of Ferdi- 
nand David a famous violinist of a 
hundred years ago and the teacher 
of Wilhelmj, to whom David gave it 
in his old age. It is known as the 
"David Guarnerius" and is listed in 
all catalogs of old instruments. 


In spite of its gieat value, it would 


be worth little to anyone who at- 
tempted to steal it because it would 
be almost Impossible to dispose of 
First of all, the news of its loss 
would be flashed around the world 
Withm a few hours. Every dealer 
and collector is acquainted with it 
and would recognize it almost in- 
stantly should it be offered to them 
for sale. 


However, it is never left unwatch- 


ed and, except when Heifetz is on a 
tour, it is kept in a safety deposit 
vault. When Heifetz was in Austra- 
lia two years ago the Guarnerius 
aroused such interest that he was 
induced to let it be placed on exhibi- 
tion for a day in thp window of a 
music store m Melbourne.

time. Instances were also reported 
where tenants after letting a water 
bill run several months would leave 
the city without settling up their 
accounts. 


E. J. Jourdain, who has charge of 


the renting of several houses, relat- 
ed his experience with respect to 
tenants jumping water bills and leav- 
ing them for the owner of the prop- 
erty to pay.

know whether we. would ever land at 
all. 


MET BAD WINDS 


"We had bad winds almost'all 


the way across—winds, clouds, rain 
sleet and snow. We hit the weather 
at Roswell, N. M., and never got out 
of it until we hit West Virginia, All 
that time I was flying "between 8,000 
and 14,000 feet trying to get away 
from the weather. 


'Over West 
Virginia it 
locked 


worse for us. I came down through 
a bole trying to find good weather 
close to the ground. 
There wasn't 


any and it looked like there wouldn't 
be any. My wings had begun' to 
coat with sleet when I was over New 
Jersey and I veered south of my 
course in an effort to fly around 
the rain and between "cloud layers 
where I could fly safely.'' 


While Hawks was fightijg to get 


his plane through hostile weather, 
Grubb in his cabin fed fuel to the 
100 gallon wing tank from the 375 
gallons in five gallon tins.. So limit- 
ed was his space he was obliged to 
cut the empty cans into strips with 
a pair of tin shears to dispose of 
them.

system can be free unless it Is un- 
trammeled hi its search for and use 
of source materials. The teachers of 
our schools are men and women of 
Intelligence. For any group of lay- 
men to say to them that informa- 
tional pamphlets, newspapers maga- 
zines, periodicals, books and other 
educational materials will not be per- 
mitted in school buildings and must 
not be used because pamphlets oft- 
en bear the names of the companies 
manufacturing or distributing the 
product described, because newspa- 
pers are partisan, because 
maga- 


zines print controversial articles, be- 
cause periodicals present material 
not in selected text-books, because 
books often present facts which arc 
not in accord with the particular 
views of the special group — would 
constitute a policy •which could not 
and should not be tolerated."

The visit of the Prince of Wales to 


mining region of northern England 


•'should be of far-reaching effect, 
be- 


cause it is making the facts more wide- 
ly known and discussed than they 
have ever been before. The immediate 
result is an increase in relief funds. 
That will mean a little more clothing, 
a little more food, a little more pro- 
tection, for a while, for some of those 
desperately wretched families. 
Gen- 


erosity alone will not solve the funda- 
mental problem. 


There is, however, another result 


which may follow the prince's visit, 
though it may follow only after years 
of further study and work. "Know the 
truth, and the truth shall make you 
free." Great Britain and the whole 
world are learning the truth about the 
coal industry in England as they have 
never known it before. 
The young 


prince, who will probably be king, is 
intelligent and knows that alms and 
sympathetic visits are not the solution 
of- the dreadful problem. He will push 
the investigation further. It is possible 
tha^the teaoWledge of the truth thus 
brought 'diif-will move a great nation 
to attack this problem with fresh vig- 
or and determination, and eventually 
to work out and make effective the so- 
cial, economic and industrial changes 
needed to end the evil situation. 


And in the meantime, America, the 


prosperous, has a coal problem too, not 
yet.so grave and horrible as England's, 
but growing worse and in dire need of 
solution. 


TOO MUCH THEORY 


There is much truth in what Mr. 


Twyeffort, chairman of the style com- 
mittee of the National association of 
Merchant Tailors of America, has to 
say about the therapeutic value of 
clothes. Becoming clothes give a boost 
to the spirit which must also have 
some effect on such matters as worry, 
fear, digestion and, through them, on 
general health. 


When Twyeffort—regular 
story- 


book name—goes on -to tell us that if 
doctors prescribed new clothes for 
their patients it would speed recovery, 
and that "superb clothes are a tonic, a 
stimulant as potent as rare old wine," 
we feel that he is pressing his theory 
too hard. Just as soon as it is clearly 
demonstrated that superb clothes are 
potent stimulants, there will be agita- 
tion for a prohibition law against 
them.

•when based on a perfect wardrobe, re- 
quires "at least 20 suits," 10 hats, 8 
overcoats, 24 pairs of shoes and a full 
repertory of other dress accessories," 
will lead most men to take a chance on 
the family doctor and a few old- 
fashioned pills. 


AVIATION WEATHER REPORTS 


A joint committee on aviation rec- 


ommends to the Xe\v York legislature 
the establishment of fourteen 
state- 


owned weather bureaus. These would 
furnish accurate weather information 
twice a day for flyers throughout the 
state. 
The federal 
weather bureau 


would cooperate, contributing its own 
information 
of air 
conditions else- 


where in the country, to facilitate local 
forecasts. 


Such service wiH probabty be ghcn 


in everj' state before long. Weather, 
always important to the 
farmer and 


sailor, becomes more important than 
ever as man takes to the air. The avi- 
ator has to know as much as possible 
of weather conditions along his line of 
flight and at the landing place, 


Flying has made great progress me- 


chanically. Today the weather is the 
greatest obstacle. Progress from now 
on depends mainly on knowing weath- 
er conditions. 
Eventually man may 


learn to control them. 


THE BROKER WINS 


It is an old, familiar 
truth that a 


gambler can't beat a roulette wheel or 
other mechanical gambling device, in 
the long run; because the gambling 
machine has to make a profit for the 
house, and is adjusted accordingly. In 
playing a game against other men 
rather than against machines, there 
may be more chance. In such a game 
mind is matching itself against mind. 
There is more opportunity for individ- 
ual skill. There may even be at times a 
sort of telepathic advantage—one mind 
having an intuitive knowledge or 
"hunch" of how the other mind is 
working. Yet nearly all gamblers are 
said to go broke in the long run. 


Stock gamblers always have a feel- 


ing that none of these considerations 
need apply to them. They have a "sys- 
tem" of their own or a "tip" from a 
trusted insider and are sure they are 
going to win. Nobody is more childish- 
ly credulous than the average stock 
speculator. Yet nearly all of them are 
destined to lose in the long run, if for 
no other reason than this—the stock 
brokers have to make a living. Many a 
speculator never seems to realize that 
he is supporting them. 


It is easy to support them when you 


are on the bull side of a rising market. 
It is hard when the market slumps. Ifl 
either case the broker wins. And when 
the market runs along evenly, he is the 
only one that wins. 


THE WAY TO DISARMAMENT 
Sane words sometimes are spoken 


by navy men. The first lord of the 
British admiralty, speaking on dis- 
armament the other day, said: 


"I don't wish to criticise the num- 


bers or size of anything 
America 


thinks necessary in the matter of cruis- 
ers, because I believe that the future 
peace of the world will be much safer 
in the hands of countries who have a 
generous confidence in each other than 
in the hands of scaremongers who try 
perpetually to make us believe 
that 


there is grave risk of war." 
' 


If such restraint in the matter of 


criticism could be shown on both sides 
of the Atlantic by more legislators, ad- 
mirals, heads of departments, and 
private citizens, there would be more 
hope of getting somewhere with an 
agreement as to what is an adequate 
navy for each country and how far 
sensible disarmament should go. The 
scaremongers make it impossible to 
approach these matters with a rational 
outlook or any hope of getting any- 
where.

ROADS AND CARS 


The national road-builders' conven- 


tion, held recently, developed the in- 
teresting fact that the same small, 
middle-western section which makes 
nearly all of the country's motor cars 
also makes nearly all of its road-build- 
ing machinery. This may be a mere co- 
incidence. But it emphasizes the fact 
that logically the two seem to go to- 
gether, because roads and automobiles 
go together. 


Tlie more^good roads, the more mo- 


tor cars; the more motor cars, the 
more demand for good roads. Roads 
and motors are the Siamese twins of 
modern industry. Each group natural- 
ly boosts the other for its own bene- 
fit. But it is not entirely a selfish bene- 
fit. Roads carry motor cars, and motor 
cars carry people and goods, and 
people and goods in motion make busi- 
ness, work and prosperity for all.

For clearness sake we must re 


member there is no such ailment 
or malady as dyspepsia. Look in the 
dictionary for meaning and origin of 
the word, which is derived from 
Greek words meaning ill, bad, hare 
or difficult digestion, but don't take 
the dictionary or the encyclopedia 
too seriously when you seek medical 
know'edge, for if you do you will be 
grie\ouslv misled. The dictionary 
and I suppose 
the 
encyclopedia; 


gives a short discourse, by some old 
timber, on the nature of dyspepsia 
and a description of the various 
Kinds, such as "fermentative," "flat- 
ultnt," "nervous" — or what would 
you prefer. These are all quaint con- 
ceptions the best of doctors once 
cherished and perforce applied in 
routine practice, in lieu of knowledge 
of what really ailed the patients who 
consumed the "digestives," 
"stom- 


achics" and more latterly "intesti- 
nal antiseptics" the medical fathers 
prescribed by the ton. 


I am not quite certain whether it 


is comforting or not to know that 
when one becomes conscious and 
careful of one's digestion or con' 
stantly or frequently disturbed or 
distracted by it, then one has some 
real, organic disease, and no mis- 
take. I say not quite certain about 
the effect of this knowledge, because 
I happen to have no dyspepsia at all. 
I know one thing, tho. If I did have 
a lot of trouble from gas, heartburn, 
eructations, heaviness or soreness af- 
ter eating, pain, or other symptoms 
of dyspepsia or indigestion, I should 
take no dyspepsia or indigestion 
medicine, except perhaps a nip of 
chalk (prepared chalk, calcium car- 
bonate) say as much as one can dip 
up on a dime, two or three times a 
day. This often gives considerable 
temporary relief, no matter what ails 
you, 
and it is harmless, even more 


harmless than soda. 


On the other hand, if I had a spell 


of dyspepsia I'd probably hate to 
learn the truth just as much as the 
next fellow does.

Lawrence Professor Dis- 


cusses Trip to Europe at 
Rotary Club Meeting 


Discussing the political and eco- 


nomic situation In Germany, Dr. G. 
C. Cast of the foreign language de- 
partment of Lawrence college, who 
returnefl last fall from a nine month 
trip to Europe, spoke before the Ro- 
tary club at Hotel Northern Tuesday 
noon. 


After explaining the workings of 


the present 
German 
government, 


which is a great deal like that of 
the United States except that the 
president is elected for seven years 
but cannot appoint his own cabinet, 
the speaker, who was In Germany at 
the time of the spring election last 
year, discussed the election and its

Issues. 


"German campaign methods are 


much like ours," said Dr. Cast, "but 
Instead of a few parties there are 
about 32, eight of which are reason- 
ably strong. In Germany one does 
not vote for the person but for the 
party. 


According to Dr. Cast there were 


three outstanding issues of the cam- 
paign: the agricultural 
situation, 


question of state rights, and non- 
support of the government foreign 
policy. 


"Germany is no longer an agri- 


cultural country," he said, 
"and 


therefore it must import some of its 
food. 
The German farmer, who 


must compete with imported foods, 
calls for a high tariff, while the 
city people want a low tariff." 


Regarding the 
dissension about 


state rights, the speaker said that 
there is a tendency in Germany to 
make a unified state of the 18 states 
of the federation, but that some lo- 
calities refuse on the grounds that 
they will lose their 
individuality. 


However, in the matters of finance 
and labor, the federal government at 
Berlin already has complete control. 


POLICY IS GOODWILL 


At present the foreign policy of 


Germany Ts good will, but there are 
some factions which oppose this at- 
titude toward foreign countries. 


Right now the German government 


Is being run by the Social Democrats 
with the aid of the Center and Peo- 
ple's parties. The Nationalist party 
is accusing the present government 
of interfering with business, and the 
Communist party charges that the 
Social Democrats have sold out to a 
capitalist regime and have forsaken 
their socialist principles. Dr. Cast 
expressed the opinion that a coalition 
of parties with many compromises is 
probable. 


"The financial condition of Ger- 


many ~is sound," said the 
speaker, 


"though the problem of reparations 
is a gteat burden." Quoting figures 
showing the drain on the 
national 


sjstem brought about by the war 
debt, he showed why taxes in Ger- 
many are high, and how the infla- 
tion immediately""foHowing the war 
endangered the economic situation 
in Germany. 


"Before the war," he said, "every 


third German had a savings account. 
After the war the value of their 
money depreciated so fast there was 
no logic ha banking it, so they fell 
into the habit of spending it imme- 
diately. But they are slowly coming 
back to their former thrift habits, 
and now every ninth German has an 
account." 


Dr. Cast closed his speech with an 


explanation of the three things the 
German government is doing to re-

above picture. 


Ryan won the championship on 


May 30, 1880, when he knocked out 
Joe Goss in the 87th round of their 


bout which was held at Collier Sta- 
tion on the line 
between Pennsyl- 


vania and West Virginia. 


By 1882 Sullivan's reputation was 


sufficient to warrant his challenging 
Ryan. Articles were signed for a bat- 
tle at New Orleans, but civic author- 
ities stepped in at the last minute 
and said "Nothing doing." Confusion 
reigned temporarily until it was de- 
cided to move the bout to Mississip- 
pi City on the next day. 


The start of the bout is depicted 


above. When the 
referee shouted 


"Time!" John L. leaped forward and 
swung his right to Ryan's jaw with 
such force that the champion fell to 
the ground. This ended the round, 
according to the London prize ring 
rules. 


Ryan's best work was done In the 


second, when he resorted to wrest- 
ling. Although he threw Sullivan and 
fell with all his force upon him, Ry- 
an was unable to make much of an 
impression on the Boston giant, and 
before long Sullivan's seconds were 
tailing him to be careful or he would 
kill Ryan. 


In the ninth Sullivan knocked his 


man completely out, and left the 
scene bearing the title, "Champion 
of America." 


It is a matter of historical note 


that Ryan, staying at the same ho- 
tel as Sullivan in New Orleans, that 
night joined the new champion in 
his celebration of triumph, but this 
can be taken with a gram of salt.

QUITS POSITION 


Factions Buzz as President 


Resigns After Stormy Car- 
eer at Ann Arbor 


Ann Arbor, Mich.—(49— Resigna 


tion Of Dr. Clarence C. Little from 
the presidency of the University has 
split campus and professional cloak 
rooms Into rival factions. 


Dr. Little will leave the university 


June 1, and there are those who hold 
that his departure will leave a blot 
upon the escutcheon of 
Michigan. 


Others were not sorry to learn of the 
resignation, which, it is reported, 
was satisfactory to a number of the 
university regents. 
"He was an 
inspiration to the 


younger men of the campus," one of 
the younger faculty members said. 


"He has set Michigan back ten 


years," a grizzled veteran of faculty 
wars said bluntly. 
Dr. Little, still on the sunny side 


of 40, succeeded the late I>r. Marion 
Leroy Burton in 1925. He came 
down from 
Harvard university, 


young, idealistic and unceasing in 
hi- efforts to further the plans of 
Dr. Burton and to carry out his own 
Ideas. 
Primarily he led the fight for bet- 


terment of 
educational conditions 


among the freshmen and sophomores 
of Michigan. He struck hard at his 
enemies and took stiff blows in re- 
turn. 
"Research professors and students 


should be kept apart for the good of 
bath," he once said. Another time: 
"Emphasis must he shifted from the 
subject to the pupil, from the dry 
matter of record to clean, fearless 
and spiritual youth." 


Statements like these were gages 


of battle. There were few neutrals 
on the faculty. 


•He advocated birth control as a 


method of providing only such chil- 
dren as could be cared for. He want- 
ed to Insure former students against 
the "poor environment, slum, filth 
and overcrowding, leaving in its! 
wa"?« battered and pathetic figures 
of children." 
His attitude 
upon this 
subject 


brought the first storm of protest 
from non-campus sources. In gen- 
Aral, the faculty supported his views 
Against the general public. 


Establishment of the University 


college, a special school for teaching 
freshmen and sophomores, brought 
conflict •with the faculty, in which 
the president was victorious. The 
board of regents ordered establish- 
ment of the school. The final re- 
quest of the retiring president was 
that the University college be left 
unestablished "unless it had the un- 
qualified support of all authorities. 


Deep-rooted members of the facul- 


ty received another shock when Dr. 
Little established an Alumni univer- 
sity for cooperation with former stu- 
dents desiring to continue their edu- 
cational interests. 


Some see traces of politics in the 


resignation of Dr. Little. His plan 
to recruit experts of the university 
for a survey of tax levies and ex- 
penditures of the state aroused po- 
litical forces and led to a blistering 
attack upon the university head. The 
plan failed.

BREEDERS' SUCCESS 


Improvement of Herd Type 


and Production Records 
Are Necessary Factors 


Madison—(IP)—The future success 


of breeders of Holstein-Frieslan cat- 
tle depends on six factors, Karl J. 
Cooper, director of extension of the 
Holstein-Friesian 
Association 
of 


America, told persons attending Wis- 
consin Farm Folks Week here to- 
day. 


Success factors 
listed by 
Mr. 


Cooper are: 
| 


Improvement of breed type; a 


production record for every cow and 
for every herd, more proven sires 
and fewer unpofitable bulls, a close 
understanding of the breed and a bet- 
ter knowledge of the cows in the 
herd by every individual breeder, and 
real co-operation In the Improvement 
and extension of the breed. 


The speaker outlined the list year's 


achievements of the association, and 
explained that only in 1920 were 
more cattle registered than in 1928. 
Cash receipts increased nearly seven 
per cent; 1,844 new members were 
added to the association: 6,121 pure- 
bred cows from 270 herds In 35 states 
were on test: 48 per cent, of cat- 
tle reported at public sales averaged 
from $150 to $19 a head as compared 
to 32 per cent, in 192". and the top 
price for females was $11,100 and for 
bulls 54,500. 


More testing !s recommended in 


the present year's program by Mr. 
Cooper. 


"Weeding out unprofitable pure- 


breds will build up tbe average pro- 
duction of all classes of dairy cat- 
tle, both srad and purebred.*" Mr. 
Cooper said. "The Herd Improve- 
ment Registry, cow testing associa- 
tion and Advanced Registry provides 
the way for every breeder." 


Better herd sires for type and 


production are needed the speaker 
said. By a study of the daughters 
of certain sires, an insight can be 
gained as to the animal's ability to 
improve the herd, according to Mr. 
Cooper. 


Oth«r methods for the 1S29 program 


include advertising and publicizing. 
work on county and stat« Holstein 
club and association organisations: 
support of boys' and girls' club, anil 
demonstration of work at fairs and 
exhibitions.

When jumping from 
one to more than three, do not count 
Tens; jump to four with a count 
of 16, to five with 19, to six with 21 
and to 7 iwth 26. There are some 
who would hesitate about jumping 
partner's one No Trump to six with 
an unstopped suit in the hand; bu1 
with the requisite count, of 21 (with- 
out Tens), there Is no need to be 
nervous on that score because the 
partner must have that suit.

NO. I 


Forms for filing returns of indi- 


vidual income have been sent to tax- 
payers by collectors of/Internal re- 
venue. Failure to receive a form, 
however, does not relieve the taxpay-1 
er of his obligation to file a return 
and pay the tax within the period 
prescribed—on or before March 16, 
1929, 
If the return is filed on a cal- 


endar year basis. 


Persons whose net Income for 1928 


was derived chiefly from salary -or 
wages and was not to excess of $6,- 
000 should make their income-tax re- 
turns on Form 1040A. 


Persona whose net Income was 


derived from a profession or business 
including farming, or from the sale 
of property or rent, although 
the 


amount was less than $5,000, are re- 
quired to use the larger Form 1040. 
The use of Form 1040 is required also 
in the case where the net income 
was in excess of $5,000, regardless of 
whether from salary, business, pro- 
fession, or other taxable sources.
